s & product not for protection, ns somo of
the gold men had elaimod, Coloaol Doniplinn
held that It svas the gold mien who were de-
manding protoction And a4 very noressoanble
protection ho thought T'he froe connuge of
silvor would not bring aboul @ pauic fs 80me
spediters nad maintaired

Dy, George L., Miller was ealled for, and
said buta few worils e said ho aid not
wish to discuss the question, but woanld
simply say that he was for the bonest
dolivr, Volumoe of curreney had notling to
do with the mervits of tho question. Conti-
dence o the curreney had  everyihing to do

with it.  Panies had come not from o luck of
currency, but from w breaking down ol con-
fidence in tho eredit of lobuing  Hoancial eons
tors nod in the currency of the countey.

The Commercial congress which met at
Denver rassed o resolution favoring the free
coinage of American silver, tho apeaker suld,
and he conla not undaerstand swhy this con-
eross should ask for the free coinago of ull
silver, e bulioved that the miadle groand
was the safe ground and that a  bill would,
bafore long, Lo passed by Lthe congress of the
Unitea States and signed by tho president
establishing the fréo and unilmited coinage
for Ameriean silver,

remnrks favoring

I'eesident Phomas then announced that he
would be obliged to leavo the city at 4
a’clock, and by permission of the assembly,
be would call Governor Hubvord of Toxas to
the chair.

The assembly immedintely tendered Presi-
dest Thomns o vote of thanks, aud then Cov-

Freos coinngoe would not
be conforviug a gratuity upon anybody, he
sond, The silver would not be worth any
more after it wis colued than before, excapl-
e that it wonld opep up wore avenues of
usefulness for tho silver product,

Mr., Honkices of Nobraska nsged the speaker
if be would belu favor of free silver coinagoe
without making it a legnl tender.

*No, I woula not," said Colonel Buchanaun,

(olonel Maginnis of Montana asked Mr.
Hopkins if the gold men would be satisfled
with the free coinnge of gold withont making
it o legol tender, M. Hopkins did not reply,
us Colouel Buchatne had tho ooy,

In clesing Colonel Buchanan  said that sil-
ver did not need protection, Itsimply de-
mandod  faiv recopnition. The silver men
mid net intend to crento astampedo koo
herd of Pexas steors,  Choy wors interestod
in the wellfare of the countey equnlly
us much ns the gold  standord  men
coula possibly be, Tboy wanted to furnish
to the countey 0 more equitable and a moro
stable curreney, The friends of the siugle
gold standard admitted, he said, that some-
thing ought to be done to better the finnucial
candition of the countey, but they had no
remedy o offor.  Thy gold men sat speech-
leas, e sold, exerpting when they  ralsed o
ey nralnst the recognition of silver on an
euual footing with gold.

Avcepted the Majority eport,

Thao congress then voted upon tho second
minovity report, which favored the calling
of an  iontevnutionedl  coneress  for  the
purpese of  estublishing a universul  ratio
of gold and  silver values, and  waos
apposed  to the  froo and  unlimited
coinnge of silver, All the states voted

agninst this secand minovity report except-
ing Minuesota, South Dakota and fourteen
delegates from Nobraska, The vole stood 20
for and 110 seuinst,
